Historical Dats:

Robert Gibhon Johnson was the son of
Robert Johnson, Esquire, of the "Netherlands" in
Mannington. He and his mother moved into Salem
after the death of their father in 1796 and lived
in the Alexander Grant House. In 1788 Robert
Johnson married Niss Hannah Carney of Penns Neck.
He had ample mesns and in 1807 built for himself
and wife the present house,
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Colonel Kobsrt G. Johnson, ag he
was generally called from the fact that he had
received = conmission as colonel of cavalry
from Governor Williamson in 1817, was a grad-
vate of Princeton College who devoted his l1life
to agricultursl pursuits. He was a member of
the State Leglslature and in his early manhood
went out with a reglment in the famous Vhiskey
Insurrection 1n Western Pennsylvania. He gave
the land for the establishment of the Flrst
Presbyterian Church in Zalem. He wrote and
published in his later years a volume called
An Hictorical Account of the First Settlement
of falem in VWest Jersey and was the first vice-
president of the New Jersey Historical Society
at ite establishment in 1845,

The house appears much the same on
the exterior as when 1t was buillt.
